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The scope of the amended claims includes recording management information and additional information in a logical position next to each 
other. Newly presented arguments will be treated below, while previously presented arguments have been extensively treated in previous 
Office actions, and applicant should refer to, e.g., the Office action mailed on 4/30/2009. 

Regarding applicant's argument that Tahara is not related to "a recording process", it is noted that the rejection of the relevant claims rely 
on applicant's admitted prior art for performing a recording process of a recording apparatus wherein the encoding process of Tahara is 
used. Tahara is not relied on for performing said "recording process". In addition, it is noted that claims 30 and 31 do not disclose a 
"recording process", but "a recording medium having recorded thereon" certain information, which is disclosed by Tahara as presented in 
the rejection of said claims in the previous Office action. 

Regarding applicant's arguments that "the Data ID order is shown in Fig. 15", the examiner would like to point out that DataJD is the 8-bit 
data which indicates that the data elements of the bit string following the DataJD correspond to a specific data type. As stated in the 
previous Office action, figure 15 associates a Data ID (e.g., "01") to the corresponding data elements of the bit string following said DataJD 
(in the case where the 8-bit string represents a "01", per figure 15, the data elements following DataJD ("01" in this example) correspond to 
"V-Phase"). Figure 15 does not represent the order that the Data ID bit strings are encoded/recorded. It is noted that figure 21 shows that 
Ancillary_data() includes DataJD, which, in the case of Ancillary_data(), would correspond to an 8-bit string representing "07" (see col. 16, 
lines 58-60). DataJD of Ancillary_data() does not correspond to all the Datajype elements, as suggested by applicant. 

For the reasons discussed above, the position of record has been maintained. 
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
